- SUNDAY LAWS 
SAVE $146,580 
FAMILY’ PURSE 


Statistics by Former President 
of Liquor Dealers’ Association 
Indicate $1.20 Economy for 
Each Family. 


600 OF 2858 SALOONS 
WIL1. HAVE TO SUSPEND. 


Reduction in Expenditures, They 
Say, Offset by Big Loss to 
Ware Earners, Brewers, Tobac- 
conists and Ice Companies. 


John H. Howard, former president of 
the Liquor Dealers’ ,.Benevolent Associa- 
- tlon and one of the best-known saloon pro- 
prietors in §8t. Louis, said Tuesday that 
if the Sunday closing law continues in 
force, 600 of the 2568 saloons.in St. Louis 
will have to suspend. 

He says that number of saloons depend 
upon their Sunday business for their week's 
profit, and without that day they cannot 
continue w operate. 

Statistics given by Mr. Howard and State 
Benator Kinney, also a saloon proprietor, 
show interesting facts bearing on the Sun- 
day law's effects on what might be termed 
the family purse of the city. 

About $154,080 is the amount, approxi- 
mately—based on an average of $@ in the 
2548 places—of Bunday income that @aloons 
have received. About $7500 of this is still 
spent by 5000 people, who, according to 
figures secured by Post-Dispatch reporters, 
cross to Nast St. Louis and go to the 
salocns in 8t. Louls County. This leaves 
as the net amount not spent by citizens 
of &t. Louls, because of the Sunday closing 
of faloons, $146,580. 

On the basis of a population of 600,000, 
the figures mean a Sunday saving of a 
little more than & cents for each person 
in the city of St. Louls. Accepting the 
Statistic'ans’ estimate of five persons to 
a family, this is $1.20 for each family— 
a sum which, in the average family, will 
go a long way toward providing the Sun- 
Gay dinner. If continued, it would mean 
@ reduction in family expenditures of $5 
@ month, or of $644.50 a year—more than 
the average “Christmas fund” in the home. 


Bartenders and Porters’ Loss. 


These conclusions—of a direct saving of 
$1.2 for each St. Louis family as a result 


of the Sunday closing of the saloons—are 
not advanced by saloon keepers. They say 
the direct loss to families dependent upon 
the labor of the family breadwinner wil] 
do much to offset this seeming saving. 
They ostimate that 51386 bartenders—an av- 
e of two to a saloon—lose daily w 
of $2.50 each, or a total of $12,840; that 2 
porters—an average of one and one-half to 
& saloon—lose wages of $1 each, or a tota! 
of $3852. They say that, if the Sunday 
osing law continues to be enforced, GW 
saloons, each paying the city a yearly rey- 
enue of $600, or a total of $360, for the 
year, or $6923 a week, will close. 

They thus bring the total loss, immediate 
and prospective, to wage earners and the 
city, inciuding the ” spent in out-of- 
town saloons, to $31,116 a week. They in- 
crease this iloss by aduing estimates of 
loss of incidental busines’. For instance, 
they say the brewers lose an ave of $2u 
“a saloon, or $61,300, each closed Bundey: 
that tobacconists lose $lv at each saloon, 
or $26,680; that ice and light and soft drink 
companies lose $21,828. : 

They say the last named item is a 
total loss; and while the breweries may 
lose less by reason of increased orders 
for family use, the result is the same, 
for the increased “family order” busi- 
ness is chargeable against the saving 
to the public. They admit that some 

art of the tobacconists’ loss in saloons 

s made up by increased buiness at oth- 
er stands. 

Titus they reduce the actual saving to 
an amount which, they say, is inconsid- 
erable. Against the seeming saving of 
$154,050 to the public, they charge $129.- 
983 loss to the public, directly and indj- 
rectly. Others who claim some acquaint- 
ance with the saloon business say, how- 
ever, that the figures as to the expenses 
of saloons are wrong, as they show too 
Small a margin for profit. The schedule 
expenses for labor and material re- 
pared by Mr. Howard and Senator Kin- 
por show expenses $106,460, income 
$154,080, profit $48,620, or about 31 per 
cent of the business. Those who say 
this estimate is too high declare there 
are few saloons which operate on more 
than 50 per cent of their gross earnings, 
and that for every dollar taken in half 
or it is clear proft.

Louls street railway company, was one 
of the First National directors who made 
good Bigelow'’s shortage. He contributed 
$900, 000. 

Another firm indirectly affected by Bige- 
lows’ defalcations is Tracy & Co. of New 
York, Chicago, 8t. Louis and Milwaukee. 
Gordon Bigelow, son of Frank G. Bige- 
low, was a member of this firm. After 
news of his father’s embezzlements young 
Mr. Bigelow withdrew from Tracy & Co. 
according to an announcement issued by 
that firm late yesterday afternoon.

Little Woman Occupies a Fine 
Home Near Boston and Is a 
Jovial Hostess—Now Wife of 
Count Magri. 


SHE RECALLS MARRIAGE 
TO “KING OF DWARFS.” 


Mr. Barnum Made Much Fuss 
Over Her Alliance With the 
Dead General, but She Forgives 
Him for It. 


BOSTON, April 2°.—To spend a day with 
Mrs. Tom Thumb, at her country home, to 
see her using her tiny furniture, like the 
trappings of a doll’s house; to dine with 
her and have her carry on a sprightly con- 
versation while seated at table in her little 
high chair; to have her tell the story of 
her eventful] life as the most famous littte 
person ever exhibited to the public of two 
hemispheres—all this is a delightful ex- 
perience. 

Mrs. Thumb has been before the public 
nearly forty-seven years. She has met 
many famous persons—kings, queens, great 
men and women in the professions, and 
millions of ordinary, every-day folk—anéd at 
64 she is as bright and antmated as a girl, 
and possessed of all the intellectual force 
that hus made her celebrated among the 
little people of the show world. 

Recently she observed the forty-second 
anniversary of her marriage to Gen. Tom 
Thumb by sending out pleces of her wed- 
ding cake, carefully preserved all those 
years in her home at Middleboro, Mass. 


Lives in Childhood’s Home. 


The home of Mrs. Thumb, or Countess 
Magri, as she is now known—for Tom 
Thumb has been dead 22 years, and she 


has been 20 years the wife of Count Magri, 
a tiny Italian—is on the old homestead of 
Warrens, in Warrentown, North Mid- 
dieboro, a homestead that comes down 
from a Mayflower immigrant, who was tiie 
founder of Mrs, Thumb’s family on the 
mother’s side. 

As the visitor to North Middleboro, hav- 
ing an appointment to call on Mrs. Thumb, 
alighted from the country trolley car at a 
little waiting station by a wind-swept 
crossroads, a tiny man came forward to 
meet him, extending a friendly hand. It

was the Count Magri, corsort to Mrs 
Tom Thumb. 

The countess proved especially agreeable 
and spoke of hef career freely. She said: 


“l was born in the old red house next to 
this Oct. 31, 1841. 1 did not go to school un- 
tll 1 was 9 years old. Then I went to the 
schoolhouse down by the road, that stood 
where the railroad walting room is now. I! 
remeniber it well. 

“At 16 I was persuaded to go on the road 


by Col, J. H. Wood, the Chicago showman 
My stage name was Lavinia Warren, al- 
though my family name is Bump; I was 
ehristened Lavinia Mercy Bump. 


“My marriage to Gen. Thumb has been 
made the subject of a good many fairy 
stories,’’ sald the countess with a droll lit- 
tle smile. “Show business, you know’’— 


this with a mnewine nod. ‘It demands ro- 
mance. 1 am afraid Mr. Barnum wrote 
about our courtship what he thought the 
public would like to read. But that is 
something 1 don't want to talk about now. 


Tells of Her Wedding. 


“My wedding was a grand affair, quite 
excelling in magnificence some of the great 
weddings of recent days. There wana a 
very distinguished company present, in- 
cluding members of the army and navy, 
and of Congress and noted persons in pub- 
ic Mfe generally. All traffic was stopped 
on Mroadwey from Grace Church to the 
Metropolitan Hotel durir the wedding.’’ 

After the marriage the little people were 
seen at Mr. Barnuin’'s. museum, where 
they drew fabulous sums to the ooffers of 
the great showman. Then Mr. and Mrs. 
Thumb went alone on a tour for some 
weeks, their route being in the West. 

Resuming her narrative the countess de. 
scribed her first tour of Europe with Gen. 
Thumb, beginning in 184. 

“We received many famous persons,”’ she 
asid. “I remember very well our rece dtlon 
of the prince of Wales, the present Kine, 
and the Princess at Marlborough house. 

“The Duke of Cambridge was with them.

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THE CRISIS IN FAMILY LIFE 
As Viewed by the Dean of Barnard College. 


“One of the most serious social problems 
that we have to face today is that of the 
crisis in family life, the looseness of home 
ties. the absence of concerted volition for 
the family interests,” says Miss Laura 
Drake Gill, dean of Barnard College to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“This ts a subject that interests 
tensely, and it was of this I recently spoke 
to the graduates of Packer Collegiate In- 
stitute, In Brooklyn. 

“IT have been misquoted as discussing the 
divorce problem and attributing the pres- 
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LAURA DRAKE GILL. 
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ent weak family ties only to the higher 
education of women. 

“In the first place, I did not discuss di- 
vorce at all, and said so distinctly at the 
time. My subject was the duty of educat- 
ed women toward the present crisis in fam- 
flv life. meaning the spirit of independence 
and irresponsibility that exists not only be- 
tween the husband and wife, but between 
the sons and the daughters as well. 


“Divorce is only a phase of this larger 
problem—a symptom of an organic condi- 
tion. It is, so to speak, the safety valve 
for the seething boiler. What interests me 
is the deeper underlying cause of this con- 
dition and woman's share of responsibility 
for it. And it was of this that I spoke. 

“Moreover, I certainly did not say that 
educated women were to blame for the 
conditions of family life. My point was 
that the greater economic freedom ac- 
quired through the efforts and attainments 
of educated women is too often abused 
by the uneducated women who inherit 
and share their privileges. The fault rare- 
ly lies with those who have fought for 
and won their recognition, but with the 
less-Cisciplined successors who share priv- 
lleges without expenditure of effort. 
Therefore, in so far as the higher education

MAKING THE SPRING ‘GARDEN.

Late April and Early May When Brecriihe. Needs to Be Done at 
Once. 


From the Garden Magazine. 


Before Danger of Frost Is Past. 


If frost threatens, cover vegetables and 
owers with empty dry goods boxes, peach 
baskets, bits of cloth, old carpets or even 
newspapers. Rake the litter back wpon 
the strawberry patch if the plants are in 
blossom. Spray plants with cold water 
frum the hose at dusk. Put board screens 
or miniature fences on the north and cast 
sides of newly translunted vegetables. 
Early next morning see if anything im- 
peortam is touched by frost. .If so, cover 
it from the sun and let it thaw out as 
slowly as possible. 

Sow seeds of tender vegetables if soil is 
warm and mellow. The important ores 
are heans, corn, cucumbers, eggplants, 
melons, okra, papper, pumpkins, squash, 
sweet potato and tonrato. None of these 
young plants can stand even a iight frust. 

Plan and plant veranda boxes. 

First thinning and transplanting of vege- 
tables and flowers. Write your labels at 
night and mark on the labels the distance 
apurt plants should stand when thinned or 
transwwanted. 

Buy the bedding plants you want’ from 
your Jocal florist—pansies, scarlet sage, 
verbenas, petunias, Better omit the 
coleus, 


After the Danger of Frost Is Past. 
Transplant tender vegetables and flowers 
from hotbed to garden. 
Set out bedding plants, if you must have 


them. But think twice. Don't you really 
want something less gaudy and more per- 
manent, e. g@. hardy perennials? 

Finish second thinning of everything in 
the garden. Transplant celery the second 
time.

WASHINGTON, April %-—All over 
Austria and Germany the story has 
been circulated that the United States 
treasury has been looted of every dollar by 
burglars in the employ of American mié!- 
lionaires; that $268,000,000 is gone, and the 
North Atlantic squadron is chasing the 
cracksmen who escaped on five ocean 
steamers. 

The tale, which has actually appeared 
in German newspapers, is as follows: A 
gang of criminals working with many mil- 
lions of capital has successfully carried 
through what was always considered im- 
possible, namely, the burglary of the 
United States treasury and the theft of 
$268,000,000 in gold and silver.

POLICEMAN HIS ACCUSER

Mystery of Old Man’ g Disappear- 
ance on April 4 Is Not 
Yet Cleared. 


William Surbdled, Jr., went to st. Gene- 
vieve Tuesday morning to get the body of 
his father, Willlam Surbdled, the finding of 
which in the Mississippi near that point 
was reported to him Monday night. The 
body will be brought to St. Louis Tuesday 
night, and will be incinerated Wednesday 
morning. 

The finding of the body does no more to
